He maintains 
that fall is the most important 
time of y ear for grass because 
of the warm day s and cool 
nights. They present ideal grow­ 
ing conditions. 
He adv o cates a lawn fertili­ 
zer that co ntains iro n with a 
balance o f fo o d v alue such as 
24-6-6. This giv es grass the nu­ 
tritio n it needs to dev elo p. 
Fall growth is slower which 
allows nutrients to thicken grass 
by sending out tillers (outide 
shoots). Fulner say s that in the 
fall growth is towards thickness 
and root strength rather than 
height.

“Tye 10-fish daily limit,” ac­ 
cording to Armbruster, “will 
also control the taking of large 
numbers of young walleyes such

The Wildlife Division also re­ 
ported a new regulation prohibit­ 
ing the taking of blue pike (blue 
walleye) by sport and commer 
elal fishing from Lake Erie,

The blue pike is believed to be 
in danger of extinction and re 
centiy was added to the list of 
endangered species by the In 
terior Department’s Bureau of 
Sport Fisheries and Wildlife.
